We have paid $21 12450 in bounties, and $258 86 as we esti- 
mate on money borrowed for that purpose. We have received of 
the State of New Hampshire $2700 00 of this amount, and there 
is due from the National Government the sum of $8154 00—leavy- 
ing a ballance against the town on this amount alone of $10529 16 
for the past year. There is a ballance of $725 90 ofa similar 
expenditure last year, which was not provided for in that years 
taxation. These two items amo nt to $1125416. As our in- 
creased indebtedness amounts (o $9349 69, it will be'scen that the 
result of our ordinary town business for this year, as well as the 
Jast, is about as favorible as the average for several years. - . 

We do not know that any remarks of ours ‘wpon the subject of 
the indebtedness ofahe town, and another matter intimately. con 
nected therewith, viz: taxation, may be called for, or be of any 
value—henee we shall trouble you but a very little upon the sub- 
ject. No one, of course, has any expectation that he has any 
thing Jess to do than meet his pa t of the burdens imposed. upon 
the town, whether these burdens were by their own’ voluntary’ 
votes, or the actions of our representatives in . other delibe ative 
assemblies. We can meet the debt, and pay it in a very few 
years, if we desire to do so, or we can pay the interest. only,upen 


/, 1d 


it, aud keep even with our ordinary tows expenses, with an ane 
nual tax like that yvoted'a year since. 

What we owe is upon interest, most of it at siz per cent—u 
sptall part at five. That which we reckon as ayatlable, will not 
much of it, be on interest, and it will be fair and safe to assume> 
that the sum of $150000 will be needed to pay the interest year- 
ly, provided the debt shall not be reduced by additional taxation. 
It will really, be a litfle less than that, but that amount is near 
enough for present consideration. 

If we choose to vote a town tax of $5900 00 we can,very likely, 
pay the interest and $2000 00 to- “$2000 00 on the principal, and, 
ut this rate,, extinguish the debt in some six years. A tax of 
$4000 00 yearly, would of course take about twice that length of 
time to pay the debt. A $500 C0 tax will do but little more than 
keep us even. Which will you do ¢ Individually, it seem to us 
that a vote of $0000 0O would be the wisest course. 

in addition to the scedule of unavailable, as before reported,the 
Selectmen hold two notes which belonged to Mr. Reuben Bemis 
who died at the town farm. ‘The notes are considered good, and 
amount to about $5000. If paid, we shall be so much better off 
than now claimed, leaving the expenditure on account of the sick- 
ness and death of Mr. Bemis but a trifle. There is also the cow 
heretofore reported as in the possession of Squire Howland, at 
Whitefield, and which we understand he sold to a man who is 
able to pay for her. Then are also two cows at Whiteticld,claimed 
hy said Sandford Dailey, who is now supported at our town farm. 
Pr obably something should be made available out of these three 
cows, and we trust “the seleetmen will look them up, and if advis- 
able, sell or otherwise dispose of them for the advantage of t e 
town. 

Tt will be noticed that the town farm, for the past year, has 
come out a little better than even. ‘This 1s about as well as could 
be expected, in view of the fact that every supply purchased there- 
for has borne an extravagant price, wlilst the number of county 
paupers have been less, and the price for their board has, as we 
think, very unreasonably, been redueed by the county commiss- 
ioners. In connection with this matter, we hardly need call at- 
tention to the fact that we have had three new and severe cases of 
pauper expenditure away from the farm. They are understood 
to be ended now, and we hope will stay so. 

Our roads and bridges have cost-but a mere trifle for the past 
vear viz: $19639 and of this amount, we have received in mon- 
ey on highway taxes, $88 00 and there is yet some $3900 not 
paid into the town treasury. leaving Jess-than $8000 as a bal- 


1 


Jance of money expenditure on all roads and bridges in the towr 
for the year. Our roads are understood to be in about the usual 
condition and state of repair with the exception of that down the 
South Branch. There are two slides on that road which will re- 
quire to be extensively repaired early in the ensuing season. 

The financial affairs and operations of the town have, within 
the past year, increased to a very large amount in the aggregate, 
having been run up from some $15 160 00 for the year 1562—3 to 
over $43 0000 for that of 1863—4. 

We take pleasure in stating the, fact that the accounts have been 
well aud plainly kept, have heen easily explained,and with an ex- 
tent of accuracy so great, that, upon the trial balanee involving 
$86674,62 [on both sides] we made the receipts and expenditures 
come out but two dollars and eighty one cents apart—a result, 
entirely unpresedented, in our experience as auditors of the town, 
uo matter what might have been the magnitude of the operation.
